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The proposed amendment will not be entered because it changes the scope of the claims 
which would require further consideration. 



Applicant argues the examiner's previous office action rejects the original claims and 
does not reject the amended limitations of claim 1 "determining the parameters of a BGA 
package" and "the bonder is applied surrounding the array of solder balls." The examiner 
disagrees. As stated the previous office action, the "determining the parameters of a BGA 
package" is met when Hsieh teaches the particular areas of weakness of the BGA package (see 
page 2 of the Final Rejection explaining the edges, corners, and perimeter of the BGA package). 
The "the bonder is applied surrounding the array of solder balls" claim limitation is discusssed in 
page 3 of the Final Rejection. 

Applicant argues the daisy chain of Hseih is "not the same as applying a bonder to the 
parameters of the BGA package." The examiner agrees. The examiner, however, does not rely 
on Hseih to teach this limitation. Instead, the examiner relies on Stewart to teach this limitation 
(see pp. 2-3 of the Final Rejection). 
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
